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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
claims are allowable over the cited prior arts because said prior arts do not disclose or 
make obvious a method for forming polymer microspheres comprising dispensing 
polymeric material from an orifice of an ink jet printhead while the orifice is immersed in 
a liquid. Sharma et al 6,527,357 discloses an assisted drop-on-demand ink jet printer 
but does not disclose the use of it to make microspheres. Chen et al 6,513,894 
discloses a method and apparatus for producing drops using a drop-on-demand 
dispenser. There is no disclosure of microspheres. Hommel et al 4,956,128 discloses 
droplet generation method for making microcapsules using an electrostatic droplet 
generator. There is no disclosure of an ink jet printhead.
